The first book printed at Saint Andrews, and one of the rarest 
and most remarkable volumes produced in Scotland during the agony 
of the Reformation. There is no reference throughout to the Pope or 
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the Church of Rome, beyond what may be gathered from the titles of 
the Archbishop, as for instance in the words the seit Apostolyck. This 
moderation, or caution, did not however save the work from destruction 
at the bands of the sectaries, nor the archbishop himself from murder 
nineteen years later. Very few copies of the Catechism have survived, 
perfect or imperfect: it would perhaps be difficult to specify three 
complete ones besides this which is a very fine and sound one, the only 
defect being that a small portion of the corner of one leaf (Nn,) has 
been torn off, injuring the catchword only. 

The arrangement is: 4 preliminary leaves; ^ 9 leaves; A-X in 
fours; Y and Z in eights; Aa and Bb in eights; Cc four j Dd-Nn 
in eights; Oo four, and PP 3.

The Spencer copy bears a MS. note by Johann Bamler, dated 1468, 
stating that he had illuminated the book in that year.

It was the first in which Euclid appeared 
in print, and also the earliest book in which a continuous series of 
geometrical illustrations were published. The enormous labour 
attending such a task is dwelt upon by Ratdolt in his dedication to 
the Doge. He professes his wonder that amid the great quantity of 
new and old volumes which were daily being published in the Doge’s 
fortunate and prepotent city, so little had been done for the study of 
mathematics ; but supposes that it arose from the difficulty of printing 
the diagrams with the text.

This book made its first appearance in London in 1815. An American edilion 
followed in Boston in 1816. So far as known, the book attracted little attention at 
the time. Nobody sought to trace its authorship. Of course John Mathers—the name 
of one of the characters in the book, “ more familiarly known as ‘ old Comical ’ ’*—is 
an obvious pen-name. 

“ In the earlier chapters, a part of the book written in a manner that shakes one 
with its power, the author contrasts the rugged, fine, russet-apple character of Old 
Crab, the parson (by whom, as we think, he means the old Puritanic Englishman), 
with the flimsy society folk, like milliners’ dolls, who were at their ghastliest, perhaps, 
about 1840. This motive continues, though in various ways, until the end of the first 
volume. Then the De Castro sons, Acerbus the philosopher, and Frederick the rake, 
are contrasted. And the contrast is made by the showing of their attitude towards 
a lady, one Genevieve, old Crab’s niece, a splendid, muscular creature, like a woman 
of the heroic age. Acerbus marries her, but on her marriage day 6he is abducted by 
a gang of mflians in Frederick’s pay, and her adventures and close imprisonment in an 
underground suite of rooms make a piece of romance finely written and admirably told. 
Tbe narrative is magnificent, a shining model of what simple, stirring, story* tel ling 
should be. We think that good story-telling, once it rises above a certain level, is 
poetry of the most pleasing kind, and this tale, apart from its strangeness and 
imaginative beauty, reads like an epic. It is the sort of story a great poet might have 
written, for it has a wildness about it, though a mature wildness, such as Shelley would 
have attained had he continued to write * Zastrozzis * in his manhood. In tbe chapters 
which tell of Genevieve’s underground rooms : rooms only reached by a subterranean 
passage leading far down—one recognises a strange kinship between Shelley and this 
unknown author. Zastrozzi and St. Jrvyne are pitiful, boyish attempts, and yet they 
are only bad efforts at a thing capable of greatness. In this book those hidden rooms, 
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shat away from the sun, with their lonely prisoner and the silent men coming and 
going with her food, have about them such haunting poetry that one cannot readily give 
their creator his due. 

“We think him a great stylist. We think him a great poet. We think him 
a wise, witty, manly man. He may have been George Col man. He may have been 
Cobbett. He may, for all we know, have been some one of the mighty Norfolk men, 

George Borrow’s friends. It is enough, perhaps, if we call him the last of the 
Elizabethans.

Many of the portraits are very uncommon and in proof states, and the 
larger portion of the views are rare.

Although the celebrated maiolica plates by Nicola Fontana at the Correr 
MuBenm have been the subject of more frequent allusion than probably any other 
examples of the art, it has happened that seven only of the seventeen were 
engraved in the books and articles which at various times have discussed them 
from various points of view. If only for purposes of reference, an illustration 
thus restricted was manifestly inadequate and required completion. It was this 
consideration which prompted me in the first instance to undertake the present 
publication—intended originally to consist only of copies of the compositions 
ornamenting the plates together with a brief technical description of the objects. 
But on looking over the literature to which they had given rise, I found that the 
source whence Nicola had derived his inspiration for some of the pictures— 
namely, Hypnerotomachia Poliphili and the Ovidio Methamorphoseos vulgare —had 
escaped the notice of the writers taking part in the discussion.

“ A mighty Book.—W e have read this book through with the delighted surprise of that 
antique who found the emerald in the herring. It is always a joy to a book-lover to come 
across a live book after so long a sojourn among the dusky palimpsests of the present day. 
And this book, in its force and freshness, is not only alive but titanic. In the manly, racy 
twang of its style we feel the master. It is one of the great books of the last century. It is 
as though one had been cleaning an old panel from many coats of paint, and come suddenly, 
with a great catch at the heart, upon some startling, magnificent ruffian by Rubens, perhaps, 
or Frans Hals, something living and swaggering like the true Cellini. 

44 Here is a book that goes from start to end with a swing and stamp like march-music. 
In its fun, its great earthy joy in' life, it is like Rabelais; and in its style, so crisp, curt, so 
like the cracking of a whip, it stands by itself, for no English writer, since the writers of the 
great English translations, has had such a gift in such abundant fulness. Here is wisdom, 
wit, and splendid narrative, * pressed down and overflowing.* And the book is by some great 
unknown, itself known only to a few, and it is little likely that the name of the hidden writer 
will ever come to light. It was written by one of the mighty ones, a Liberal, as we suspect, 
and dedicated to ‘ the Earl of . . .,’ assumed by the editor to be the Earl of Ormonde. 

“ This ‘ History of Mr. John De Castro * was first published early in the spring of 1815, by 
a certain T. Egerton of Whitehall,’ a publisher whose name is new to us. Mr. Walsh, the 
editor of the present edition, tells us that he has been unable to trace more than one review of 
that issue, and this solitary review, in the ‘ New Monthly,* is very brief, though most flattering 
in its tenour. It was, of course, a bad season for any new book, as throughout the spring of 
that year England and Europe were spinning in the eddy whose vortex was Waterloo. We 
know that it was ‘ a ghastly period for anyone with Liberal sentiments ’; and the sycophants 
of the 4 Edinburgh ’ and the 4 Quarterly ’ passed it by, we suppose, partly in hatred, partly in 
fear. The reviewers on those two periodicals would have been charmed to stab, we do not 
doubt, yet they were not too dense to see that the unknown author of the book was too 
terrible a man with his pen to stir up lightly. They, therefore, held their hands, and the 
book went under silently, waiting for a fitter audience and a fitter time. It may have been 
known to Thackeray, as Mr. Walsh boldly proclaims, yet we fail to see any trace of such an 
influence in Thackeray’s work. The author may have been indebted to Sterne, os Mr. Walsh 
bids us believe, yet there is nothing in the man’s manner to warrant the debt. If he were 
indebted to anyone he was indebted to Motteux and Urquhart, to North and Adlington and 
Decker. His was too full-blooded a temperament, too manly a vigour, to go a-dallying in 
Sterne’s flimsy salon. He got his style, where he got his wisdom, among the simple great 
men who tell the plain truth. If his bluntness offends it is because we have taken too much 
green tea and have tense nerves, not because he is 4 boorish,* or hyperborean. Truth is often 
painful, and to be sharply admonished in a book bought for one’s amusement is doubly 

E ainful. But it is better to have the truth, and pain, than a lie, and sugar-candy. Better, 
y a great deal, have this man with his mighty honesty of word than all the Sternes that ever 
smirked. We keep wondering, as we write, of the effect a 4 school ’ of such novelists as this 
might have upon us. 

44 We think him a great stylist. We think him a great poet. We think him a wise, witty, 
manly man. He may have been George Colman. He may have been Cobbett. He may, for 
all we know, have been some one of the mighty Norfolk men, George Borrow’s friends. It is 
enough, perhaps, if we call him the last of the Elizabethans. The last Englishman to write, 
in the clean style, with the abundant manner, of our mightier minds.”— The Daily Newt .

The present study in XVth Century Italian Maiolica illustrates and discusses a series 
of vases which, since sufficient examples have been discovered permitting a fair estimate of 
their artistic qualities, have awakened considerable interest amongst connoisseurs and 
students of ceramic art. The ware itself displays the influence of the brilliant Hispano- 
Moresco lustred pottery, whilst its closest technical affinities are with the faience produced 
in Central Italy at the early Renaissance epoch.

EGGS OF BRITISH BIRDS. 


The books which have been written on british birds, from the first edition of Bewick in 
1797, down to Saunders's Manual in 1889, are legion, but in very few of them are the eggs of 
british birds illustrated. 

The first edition of Hewitson’s British Oology was begun in 1831, and the last was finished 
io 1856. The plates were coloured by hand, and are most of them good *, but all three editions 
have long been out of print, and, indeed, much of the letterpress is out of date. 

There are a few inexpensive books on the eggs of british birds, but they contain only 

figures of the eggs of birds which breed within the British Islands, and these by no means 

satisfy the wants of the egg collector. 

For one who is interested in birds there arc a hundred persons who are interested in eggs. 
What the egg collector wants is a work in one volume, at a moderate price, with coloured 
illustrations of the egg of every british bird. The egg collector of to-day is very exacting. To 
satisfy him the chromos must be as good as love and money can make them. The letterpress, 
too, must be up to date in every respect, and, withal, not bulky. Into less than a page 

devoted to each of the 4o0 british birds must be condensed the following facts :— 

1 . The extent of the breeding range. 

2 . The date of the nesting season. 

3. The situation in which the nest is placed. 

4. The sixe and shape of the nest, and the materials of which it is composed. 

5. The number of the eggs. 

6 . The variations of sise and colonr of the eggs. 

7. The way to distinguish them from the eggs which resemble them most closely.

The expeditions to Patagonia, conducted by Mr. J. B. Hatcher in the years 
1896-1899, were extraordinarily successful in obtaining large collections in 
almost all departments of natural history, and more especially in geology and 
palmontology. It is hardly necessary to emphasize the great scientific value 
of the material thus brought together from a region which has long attracted 
so much interest and attention, but which has hitherto been very inadequately 
represented in the Museums of the Northern Hemisphere. 

The collections have been entrusted to a number of specialists, who have 
undertaken to prepare full and detailed reports upon them. These reports 
will, for the most part, be monographic in character, dealing with each animal 
and vegetable group as distributed in Patagonia, and will not be limited to 
a study of these particular collections. To the generosity of J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Esq., is due the opportunity of publishing the reports in a thoroughly 
adequate manner, abundantly illustrated with lithographic plates, which will 
be made by the firm of Werner & Winter, Frankfurt a. M. 

Although no exact statement can yet be made, it is expected that each 
volume will contain about 500 pages of text (quarto size) and from 20 to 50 

plates, plain and coloured.
